8, 21, 28, 29, 
34, 35 and 74 of the Indian Post Office Act, 1898 (6 of 1898), the Central Govern¬ 
ment hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Indian Post Office

1. (1) These rules may be called the Indian Post Office (First Amendment)

(2) They shall come into force on the fifteenth day of May, 1974.

I. (i) These rules may be called the Indian Teleg raph (Fifth Amendment) Rules, 1974

person facility shall be 50 per cent of the trunk cliarge or unit call of ordinary cate¬ 
gory, subject to a minimum charge of 25 paise” shall be substituted.
